S.O. 201(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
bv sub-section (1) of section 29-B of the Industries 
(Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 

1951) and in supersession of the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Industry and 
Civil Supplies (Department of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment) No. S.O. 637(E)|IDRA|29-B|75 dated the 1st 
November, 1975, except as respects things done or 
omitted to have been done before such supersession, 
the Central Government hereby exempts from the 
operation of section 10, 11, 11A and 13 of the said 
Act and the rules made thereunder, all industrial 
undertakings pertaining to any of the industries speci¬ 
fied in the Schedule appended to this Notification, 
subject to the following conditions, namely :— 

t. The art ides of manufacture snail not be an 
article specified in Schedule I (reserved for 
small scale industries) to the notification 
No. 98(E)|IDRAl29-B|73-l, dated the 
16th February 1973, of the Department of 
Industrial Development; 

2. The industrial undertaking does not fall 
within the purview of the Monopolies and 
Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1969 (54 
of 1969) or within the purview of the 
Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1973 
(46 of 1973); 

3. The industrial undertaking is not located 
or proposed to be located :— 

(i) within the Standard Urban Area Limit as 
determined in the Census of Tndia 1981, 
of a city having a population of more 
than 10 lakhs ; or 


(ii) within the Municipal limits of a city with 
a population of more than 5 lakhs ; 
as determined in the said Census. 

2. This is in addition to and not in derogation of 
notification No. S.O. 98(E)[IDRA|29-B|73|1 dated 
the 16th February, 1973, of the Ministry of Industry, 
Department of Industrial Development.
